Judge Rules Out Kvidcnec 
of Three Important Points 
Sought to Bo Made by

SYRACUSE, N.

MADISON, W'is.. April 30.— A un­ 
iform marriage 
law for Wisconsin 
was advocated before the assembly j 
committee on Judh'tfffy ypslPTdsiy kl*1 
tcmoon by E. VV*. Frost of Milwaukee 
and Prof. K. A. Gilmore of the uni­ 
versity law school. 
Mr. Frost said 
that the bill had been worked out 
by a committee on uniform legisla­ 
tion and that the law 
had 
been 
adopted in four states and was now 
pending before legislatures in forty- 
three states. 
He said that the same 
objections were urged when it was 
proposed to pass the uniform sales 
a**t and that now a large numl*er 01 
the states had adopted it. He point­ 
ed out the advantage of having uni­ 
form laws iii all states on subjects 
of marriage and divorce.

whether the new bill would forbid 
common law marriages in the fut­ 
ure.
